The rain continues to lash down in a steady deluge. 

In France the country telephone and telegraph’ offices do 
.not open until 8 o’clock, so it is feared that it will be at least 
another hour before any direct news can be received of the air- 
men’s whereabouts. 

A message at 1:10 A. M. said they were somewhere south 
of Paris without bearings and with fuel enough for three more 
hours | 

At 5 o’clock daylight came and they could find their way 
out of the inky wetness which held them in its grasp since 
9 o'clock last evening. 


An Epic of Adventure in the Air. 


If the story of last night’s calvary of the American airmen 
can ever be written it should be an epic of aviation. Within 
a few short miles of their goal after a magnificent flight over 
the Atlantic against the odds of bad winds, clouds and fog the, 
aviators got lost in a drenching rain which brought inky black- 
ness, blotting out everything beyond a few yards’ vision. 

Between 12 and 1 o’clock Commander Byrd actually flew 
over the French capital for more than twenty minutes. The 
agents at the gate of Versailles said that they distinctly heard 
the motor and twice caught sight of the America circling near 
that corner of Paris. 


At 2 o’clock there spread a report that the aviators had 
landed at Issy les Molineaux, just outside the gate of Versailles, 
but an hour’s search failed to reveal them and the report turned 
out to be a sorry joke. 


Trouble After Reaching France. 


It was plain soon after the America struck the French 
coast that something had gone wrong and that they had lost 
their direction. 

Séen over Brest at 8:30 P. M., it was quickly supposed that 
they would reach Le Bourget around 11 o'clock. Then came 
reports that they were over the Brittany coast, and at one 
moment bound westward. Then they were over Rennes and 
seemed to have found their way. The wireless signals, which 
unfortunately failed to give their location, kept coming until 
about 10 o’clock. Then for an hour and a half there was no 
word. 


Then a wireless message picked up by the Eiffel Tower 
said that the wireless had been out of commission, but was re- 
paired. 

Searching for Le Bourget. 


Nothing definite came along until 12:30, when the avia- 
tors gave indications of seeking Le Bourget. 

Then suddenly just about 1 o’clock the Byrd plane began 
to send S O S messages containing the information that they 
were somewhere south of Paris and that the compass had gone 
wrong. 


This was followed by a message at 1:05 A. M. stating that} 


Byrd desired to have a landing field indicated immediately. 

This gave rise to the belief that he was due to land im- 
mediately somewhere, but five minutes later another wireless 
said he had enough fuel to keep going for three hours longer. 

A large part of the population of Paris joined in the 
agonizing vigil. True, only a few thousand braved the weather 
to go to Le Bourget, but all over the French capital people 
phoned and used messengers all night in an effort to get news 
of the aviators. 


The fact that they had reached Paris spread quickly and 
then as hour after hour dragged on with no definite news the 
. nervous tension of the many waiters and watchers must have 
matched that of the aviators in their heroic struggie. 

Had it not been for the rain and the fog there is little doubt 
but that Byrd would have been able to make Le Bourget by 11 
o'clock or 12 at the latest. 

Nothing was wrong when they passed over Brest at 8:50 
P. M., but it was then that the rainstorm began in earnest. And 
it was then that some ill fate sent their compass awry. 

Comforts. All Ready for Them. 

At the Hotel Continental a large suite had been prepared 
for Commander Byrd and his companions. There was a ban- 
quet laid out and there were doctors and masseurs ready to aid 


them. Banked in hallways and stairways were thousands of 
flowers and many palms. 


Bodily comforts awaited them under bright electric lights 
while the airmen stubbornly fought the elements up in the air, 
not many miles away, pathetically few miles. 

As this is written the crowd awaiting them has melted 
away. The ladies with bunches of roses have gone home—and 
where have the airmen gone? 


Still Raining at Dawn. 


Dawn has come and the rain is still pouring while low- 
lying clouds sweep along before the chill wind. And no word 
comes from the thousands of watchers straining their eyes for 
a sight of Commander Byrd’s machine. And there comes back 
over the past strained hours the memory of that message sent. 
at 1:10, which-said that there remained enough gasoline for 

_three hours. Those three hours have come and gone. What 
has happened?

Thousands Wait at Le Bourget.

LE BOURGET, France, 4 A. M., July 1.—All through the 
night a great crowd waited at Le Bourget airdrome to wel- 
come Commander Byrd and his companions to Paris after their 
flight across the Atlantic. At times more than 10,000 stood in 
the rain to greet them, but as the hours passed and morning 
finally dawned they dwindled in numbers until only news- 
paper men and the guards remained. 

Ever since 8 o’clock last evening a crowd which at times 
numbered more than 10,000 has been waiting for their ar- 
rival. 

Until midnight every one was confident. From many 
sources came reports that the America had reached the coast 
and was on the way, and not even the low cloud roof over Paris 
since early in the evening caused more than passing disquiet. 

Regularly every five minutes rockets and Véry lights were 
sent up from the airdrome and regular guiding lights illumined 
the field to guide them. 

Two revolving flashes swept the sky, but their light failed 
to penetrate the thick masses of low hanging clouds. 


Rain and Wind Sweep Field. 


Rain and wind swept across the field from the southeast. 
The great field was soaked and those thousands who still waited 
stood in puddles inches deep. 

Yet everybody’s heart was high. A loud-speaker 0 on the 
roof of the airdrome office announced that communication had 
been established with Byrd’s airplane, and a warning to keep 
quiet was given so as to enable watchers to detect the motors. 

But there was no sound but the driving rain on umbrellas 
and shoulders. — 

Charles A. Levine, who was among the watchers, turning 
to those near him, asked how long their gasoline would last. 

“They will never be able to find the airdrome in this,” he 
said, remembering the night which he and Clarence D. 
Chamberlin spent aloft keeping above the storm, which was 
scercely less fierce, had at least the advantage that it kept 
the sky clear. 

AMAouds had settled by 12:30 A. M. at not more than three 
or four hundred feet above the ground. There was little chance 
of the airmen seeing even the brightest lights. 

As half hour by half hour went past and there still was no 
word, every one’s wonder turned to alarm and anxiety. 


Early Reports by Radio. 

The first actual] intimation of Commander Byrd’s approach 
to the coast was at 5 P. M., when the naval station at Mengan, 
near Brest. commenced to register calls. At 7 P. M. the America 
signaled to the Naval Aviation Service at Cherbourg, giving 


its bearings 50.43 north and 5.44 west, or at a point about 
forty miles from Land’s End off the English coast. 


| 


But. instead of continuing in the direction of Cherbourg: 


Byrd then turned southward, the America next being signaled 
about 100 miles from the coast southwest of Ouessant, heading 
in a westerly direction. 

Wireless calls from the French naval station redirected 
the American airmen eastward, and at 7:55 the plane crossed 
the French coast at Pointe du Raz de Seine—southwest of 
Brest. At 8:30 it passed over Brest, flying at a height of 600 
meters. 

Byrd asked the naval station to inform him of Ais exact 
position. 


Byrd Gets Exact Location. 


This was immediately done. Vice Admiral Le Vasseur, 
Naval Commander at Brest, wired him: 

“This moment you are flying over Brest. 
heartiest welcome.” 

At 8:60 the plane passed a small Breton town southwest 
of Brest, flying at an altitude of 500 meters. The next spot 
the America was reported from was Saint Brieuc, a small port 
in Cotes du Nord Department, which it crossed at 9:19. 

At midnight Paris learned that a plane, which was pre- 
sumed to be Byrd’s, had passed over Rennes at 10 o’clock going 
eastward at a speed of 100 kilometers an hour; 


Sends Out S O S Signals. 


At 12:30 A, M. the radio station at Vitry Chatillon, thirty- 
five miles from Paris, intercepted a message from Byrd saying 
he was looking for Le Bourget Airdrome. At the same hour 
the instruments at Le Bourget registered radio signals from 
Byrd which grew rapidly more distinct. 

At 1 A. M. Commander Byrd began to send out SOS 
signals—apparently from somewhere south or southwest of 
Paris. This caused the conclusion that he was short of gaso-

were soaked through within a few minutes, and men stood for 
hours wet to the skin. 

Hundreds of police: had been drafted for the airdrome 
early *‘n the evening, but the rain drove them to shelter and 
all those who could find cover sought it. 

From stations south and east of Paris reports came that 
Byrd’s plane had begun about 1 o’clock to send out S O S calls. 
Vainly with rockets and searchlights the airfield service tried 
to pierce the thick blanket of clouds and prayed for a change 
in the wind. Then from 1 o’clock onward there was complete 


silence, .Theories were the only comfort. 
About 2 o’clock there came a report that a landing had been 


made at Issy les Moulineaux, an old flying field south of Paris. 
Twenty minutes later this was denied. 

It seemed only reasonable to believe that Byrd — keep 
aloft as long as he had enough gasoline left and perhaps try to 
beat Chamberlin’s record, or at least wait until daylight 
made a safe landing at Le Bourget possible. At 3 o’clock there 
came a report that he had been heard from, heading southward 
and feeling fine, but no one had any confirmation of this. 

At 4 o’clock Commander Renvoise of the airport here went 
off duty without having received any radio communication 
which would indicate that Byrd was attempting to land. 

With dawn breaking on a rain-sogged field and only a 
handful of faithful spectators peering through the fog for 
some glimpse of the airmen there was not much hope among 
officials that Byrd would land at Le Bourget. It was generally 
felt that the airmen must have landed between 2 and 8 o’clock 
within fifteen miles of Paris. 

But even within a few miles of Paris, should they have 
landed in a vacant field at some distance from a town or village, 
it would be 8 o’clock before the postoffice would open and 
enable them to get in telephone communication with Paris in 
order to give a precise indication of their place of landing. 


Rain and Fog Beset the America. , 


By ‘The Associated Press. 


PARIS, Friday, J aly 1.—Flying somewhere over France, 
their compass out of order and their fuel: running short, the 
location of Commander Richard E. Byrd and his three com- 
panions was a mystery at an early hour this —— after 
their eventful flight from New York. , 

Rain fell throughout the night, a storm was raging in the 


vicinfty of Paris, and it was difficult to locate a landing place 


and still more difficult to land the great plane safely. 

A report that the plane had landed at Issy les Moulineaux, 
four and a half miles from Paris, was widely circulated, but 
Commandant Renvoise at Le Bourget Field and the Prefect 
of Police, who first announced the landing later said their in- 
formation might have been erroneous. They thought the plane 
might still be-circling about trying to find a landing place. 

Issy les Moulineaux Deserted. 

A reporter of The Associated Press who visited the flying 
field at Issy les Moulineaux as quickly as possible after the 
original announcement of the landing, found it dark and silent, 
except for other newspapermen seeking the plane. A watch- 
man, who was the only person there, said that he had not even 
heard the plane. 

The report of the landing of Commander Byrd’s plane at 
Issy les Moulineaux was broadcast by the official naval station 
and the Admiral in charge at Havre was told to increase his 
activities to find the plane. 

Authorities Realize Danger. 

The great peril of the American aviators was realized 
by the French authorities, and every effort was made to give 
them proper directions, but the radio failed, and in a driving 
storm Commander Byrd and his comrades were forced to fight 
it out with the elements, and upon their own strenuous effort 
depended their fate. 

After passing over Brest, when it was. supposed that the 
greatest dangers of the flight were over, the compass went 
astray, the weather thickened, and the light lanes which it was 
supposed would furnish a guide to Paris became invisible. 


The last signal heard from the plane was at ‘1:25 A. M.}: 


It was an S$ 0.8.

Columbia Fliers Ready to Greet Them. 

Soon after 10 o’clock, Clarence D. Chamberlin and Charles 
A. Levine, who created a new non-stop record in their flight 
from New York to Germany, arrived at the field to be on hand 
* to greet Commander Byrd and his companions. 

The authorities at Le Bourget Field ordered flares sent up 
at regular intervals, beginning at 10:10 P. M. 

One of the earliest arrivals at the field was the Nether- 
lands Consul General, D. Fortuyn, accompanied by several at- 
tachés, proud of the fact that the American transatlantic plane 
was the design of a Dutchman, Anthony Fokker. 

Hundreds of spectators arriving at the field turned back 
when they learned that they would not be allowed to enter 
the field but must stand outside in order to comply with the 
police regulations for the safety of the American aviators... Sev- 
eral hundred remained outside the gates of the field, however, 
while the lucky ones who had obtained admission shivered in 
the drizzle at one end of the field. 

After an hour and a half of steady rain, most of those 
afoot seemed to have given it up, but automobiles continued 


to arrive. 


These machines were almost as numerous as the 


crowd itself, to the casual eye, being outnumbered only by the 
police and by the republican guards.

He Studies Various Reports of 


Byrd's Progress Anxiously 
From Hospital Bed. 


BROADCASTS DEDUCTIONS 


Injured Pilot Impresses on Radio 
Audience Hardship of Fog 
for the Fliers. 


Floyd Bennett, associate of Com- 
mander Byrd on the trip over the 
North Pole last year and, until an 
accident two months ago caused him 
serious injury, the pilot of the Amer- 
ica, sat yesterday near his bed in 
St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

As the day wore on and radio and 
wireless reports grew more and more 
uncertain in tone, his spirits sank 
and he showed the strain under 
which he had been ever since the 
monoplane started early Wednesday 
morning. It is doubtful whether any 
one, even in the America itself, was 
on such nervous edge as its ex-pilot. 

According to hospital officials, he 
passed a restful night Wednesday, 
which meant that not more than a 
hundred times did he figure out gas 
supply and mileage, instead of sleep- 
ing as he had been ordered to. Harly 
yesterday morning, the radio was 
turned on, and the telephone began 
its steady ringing. 

Mrs. Bennett urrived at her hus- 
band’s bedside with the latest edi- 
tions of morning papers containing 
news of the flight, and these he 
scanned thoroughly before even con- 
sidering breakfast. 

He seemed worried at hearing, 
early in the day, of the dense fog 
which had shut off his commander’s 
view of both sky and sea for over 
twelve hours, when a report came 
through that again Byrd had been 
sighted. Bennett gave a sigh of re- 
lief and resumed his inevitable calcu- 
lations. 


Bennett “‘Goes on the Air.”’ 


Soon after noon, those persons who 
happened to be listening in on the 
National Broadcasting Company’s 
network of stations heard Bennett 
having ‘‘to be satisfied on the air’’ 
rather than in it. 

From the small room in the hos- 
pital Graham McNamee, at one mi- 
‘ecrophone, introduced the aviator 
with, ‘“There could not possibly come 
“to the waiting world a message of 
; more interest than Mr. Bennett’s 
ideas and feelings as he follows the 
- course of the America as best he 
can on a map spread out in front of 
him, following the chart with pencil, 
making notes constantly and worry- 
ing about his friends much more 
than he is worrying about himself.’’ 

After a ‘“‘Good afternoon, radio au- 
dience,”’ the pilot said: 

8 I cannot be in the air, I will 
have to be satisfied on the air.”’ 

He then highly praised the flight’s 
backer, saying: 

“I am happier than words can tell 
that my comrades are well on their 
way to Paris and I am just as happy 
that one of Mr. Wanamaker’s fond- 
est ho is being realized.’’ 

Of the hours preceding, Bennett 
had to say: 

“Commander Byrd and his crew 
must have had a somewhat hectic 
night, as one of his latest bulletins 
stated that they had not sighted 
either land or water from 4:30 
o’clock last night to 6 o’clock this 
morning. That, of course, means 
that they must have flown through 
or about the fog for this whole 
period, and no one but a flying man 
can realize just what this means. It 
is almost impossible to navigate a 
plane under these conditions ond 
none but the best pilots can do it. 


Wife Tries to Get Him to Rest. 


After the completion of the radio 
talk Mr. McNamee and his associates 
left, allowing a combination of Mrs. 
Bennett and the nurse to work to- 
ward getting the pilot to have a few 
moments’ rest. It was not until late 
in the afternoon, however, that the 
room was finally cleared of friends 
and visitors. In the meantime, he 
had spoken over the radio again at 
4:30. 

In the second talk, Bennett seemd 
tc take a certain pleasure in noting 
that his physician, Dr. Raymond P. 
Sullivan, could not order him to be 
quiet, as Dr. Sullivan himself was 
in a bed two doors down the corri- 
dor recovering from an operation. 

The aviator also spoke of the radio, 
noting that ‘If this flight proves 
nothing else, it will show the value 
of wireless in a long ie we 

After saying that “‘I will go on the 
air again as soon as Byrd has landed, 
and then we can all rejoice to- 
gether,”’ Bennett resumed a nervous 
rocking in his chair. 

When the evening came, there 
were all manner of rumors and coun- 
ter rumors flying through either the 
radio or the telephone to his bedside. 
As each new one came up, it was

RADIO MADE GOOD 
IN BYRD’S FLIGHT 


Dr. Goldsmith Calls Wireless 
Commanication Daring Trip 
a Great Achievement. 











The success of the Byrd transat- 
lantic flight expedition in maintain- 
ing constant communication by radio 
on the trip across the sea is the most 
astounding example of the break- 
down of individual isolation in the 
history of communication, according 
to Dr. Alfred N. Goldsmith, chief 
broadcasting engineer of the Radio 
Corporation of America. 

“There is inspiration in the 
thought that four men in the wilder 
ness of fog, high over the centre of 
the Atlantic Ocean, were in closer 
touch with the population of two 
continents than if they had been 
standing at the busiest cross-roads 
of a metropolis,”’ said Dr. Goldsmith. 
“There was a unique thrill in hear- 
ing, in one’s own home, messages 
which were transmitted by that cour- 
ageous group of aerial travelers only 
fourteen minutes before. 

“This feat was not accomplished 


in a haphazard manner but required 
the coordination of many radio fa- 
cilities, the arrangements being 
made weeks in advance,’’ he said. 
“It was necessary to construct a 
suitable airplane transmitter and re- 
ceiver. The ships on the high seas 
and coastal stations were arranged 
into a vast listening group, each 
eager to relay any message that 
might be intercepted from Byrd’s 
pane to the press and listening pub- 
ic. The great National Broadcast- 
ing network was similarly coordi- 
nated with this oceanic listenin 
group so that each home Sra ppe 
with a receiver was in complete 
touch with the flight crew. The 
significance of such an achievément 
in furthering the development of 
commercial overseas travel through 
the air is tremendous, safety and 
life in the air have been brought 
vastly closer. 
No one is willing to be cut off 
from mankind icularly in mo- 
ments of possible peril,’’ Dr. Gold- 
smith said. ‘‘The accomplishment 
of the wae expedition in direct radio 
communication has removed this fear 
and made it possible for men in the 
future to undertake aerial] voyages 
with full confidence that their course 
will be known and that their pos- 
sible call for assistance will not go 
unheeded. The public acceptance of 
transocéanic airplane travel will be 
greatly stimulated because of such 
an outstanding accomplishment.’’ 
Dr. Goldsmith explained that when 
travelers step into transoceanic air- 
planes in the future, they will do so 
with the assurance that the course 
will be traced through fog or fair 
weather by the radio compass, that 
they may call for and receive as- 
sistance by means of the airplane’s 
transmitter, and that the daily hap- 
penings ashore will be available to 
them in the form of condensed news 
punetine transmitted from shore sta- 
ons. 
“The entire radio world has been 
following with the keenest inter- 
est the radio reports from Comman- 
der Byrd’s America, said Dr. Lee 
Forest. ‘The regularity with 
which the signals, W , from his 
automatic transmitter have been 
coming over, together with the grati- 
fying number of radiograms received 
from Commander Byrd en route, has 
proved conclusively the very great 
— of radio in transoceanic avia- 
on. 

**These s s and messages have 
given us. a sense of comfort and 
security in\ the safety of Byrd’s ex- 
pedition through tii. long hours 
which would otherwise have been 
filled with doubt and misgiving,’’ he 
said. ‘In this respect the America’s 
flight contrasts brilliantly with the 
flights of all its predecessors, par- 
ticularly with the recent flight across 
the Pacific, where the radio beacon 
service broke down after a few 
hours. The striking success of the 
America’s radio is particularily grati- 
fying to me asthe additional and 
conclusive evidence of the extreme 
——— and thoroughness with 
which Commander Byrd and his able 
associates, particularly in this case 
Lieutenant Noville, d prepared 
for their flight. 

“‘Whatever else Commander rd’s 
expedition has established,”’ said Dr. 
De Forest, “I think it has abun- 
dantly demonstrated the importance 
of providing radio equipesgnt in all 
future transoceanic flights.’’

STOCKHOLM, Tune 30.—A resolu- 
tion calling upon all Governments 
for the rédw tion of high tariff walls 
will be offered at th plenary session 


the International Chamber of Com- 
merce, in session here. 

The resolution was discussed at a 
brief plenary session of the congress 
this morning, but upon objections of 
the French delegates, who said that 
France intended soon to increase her 
tariffs, went over for final action. 

It will be submitted in connection 
with the report of the Trade Barriers 
Committee of the congress, which 
Was agreed upon today by the com 
mittee, of which Norman H. Davis 
is American Vice Chairman. Upon 
the urgency of reduction of excessive 
tariffs, the resolu*ion states: 

“This congress wishes particularly 
to affirm the emphatic adhesion of 


the business world, as represented 
here, to the declarations of the 
Geneva Conference regarding these 
tariff walls as policies which are un- 
duly pompering trade directly and in- 
directly. It especially associates it- 
self with this statement: 

‘* “The conference declares that the 
time has come to put an end to in- 
crease in tariffs and move in th- op 
posite direction.’ ’’ 

The committee’s report emphasizes 
this viewpoint in defining its subject 
of “‘trade barriers,”’ declaring: 

“The subject o< trade barriers is 
at the head of the agenda as the prin- 
cipal on before the world of in- 
ternational business at the present 
time. This unanimous decision shows 
that the ee — —— 2* 
try recognize the importance 0 
— ——— of the problem of the 
bafriers, which are preventing the 
full development of the economic 
welfare of the world. 

‘‘Trade barriers in the interna- 
tional restraints om the free move 
ment of goods and capital services 
which not only hamper trade and 
traders but limit the economical pro 
duction and distritution of goods and 
capital services, to the detriment of 
all peoples affected by the restraint. 
They inevitably depress the stand- 
ards of living. 

“In production of all kinds there 
is a unit of maximum economy. In 
distribution there is a market of 
maximum economy. Any barrier 
which prevents world-wide coordi- 
nation of the two is a trade barrier 
in the large sense that this congress 
uses the term. 

“Trade is not an end to itself. It 
is only the means to an end. Gen- 
eral economy welfare is the goal. 
Tt is in su 
view to the welfare of all sections 
of the community in all countries 
that this congress desires its con- 
clusions be interpreted.” 

The resolution of approval of the 
report of the Trade Barriers Com- 
mitte, to be acted on by the plenary 
session, declares: 

The comgress desires to place on 
record its emphatic approval of the 
spirit which animates the report of 
the Economic Conference at Ge- 
neva. It considers that its principles

The. Transit Commission obtained

At a hearing yesterday on the elimi- 
nation of the railroad’s grade cross- 
ing at Auburndale, Major Charles N. 
Green, for the Auburndale Improve- 
ment Association, testified that the 
depression rather than the elevation 
of the tracks at the crossing was 
not only feasible, but could be done 
for very much less than the figure 
given by the engineers for the rail- 
road. The testimony provoked a long 
technical argument, after which the 
hear ag was adjourned until July 8 
at 3:30.

WEST IS FOR SMITH. 
J. F. CAREW REPORTS 


Representative Tells Olvany He 
Found No McAdoo Sentiment 
on Extensive Tour. 


NO RELIGIOUS ISSUE SEEN 


He Says Democrats Agree With the 
Governor on Modification of 


Volstead Law. 
Democrats in Western States who 
supported William G. McAdoo for 
the Presidential nomination in 1924 
are turning to Governor Smith, ac- 
cording to a report made yesterday 
to the Governor and to Tammany 
leader George W. Olvany by Repre- 
sentative John F. Carew of the Eigh- 
teenth District, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to the Pacific 
Coast, Hawaii and the Philippine Is- 

lands. 3 
Mr. Carew said he found Demo- 
crats everywhere in line with Gov- 
ernor Smith’s views in favor of 
modification of the Volstead act to 
permit the sale of light wines and 


beer. Mr. Carew told Governor 
Smith that, regardless of his insis- 
tence on a policy of non-activity 
prior to the convention, Democrats 
who favored his nomination were ac- 
tive everywhere. Representative Ca- 
+ Moa he would engage in such ac- 
vity. 


No McAdoo Delegates Seen. 


Among the States visited by Repre- 
sentative Carew were Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Washington, Oregon, Utah, 
Nevada, Wyoming and California. 

“In 1924," Mr. Carew said in an 
interview, ‘‘the bulk of the delegates 


from all these States as well as the 
two Territories I visited voted for 
the nomination of William Gibbs 
McAdoo. I doubt if any delegates 
from these States will support Mc- 
Adoo in 1928. 

‘‘While former United States Sen- 
ator James J. Phelan of California 
probably will be the favorite son 
choice of his own State, ultimately, 
I believe, the entire delegation from 
California will come out for Gov- 
ernor Smith. During my investiga- 
tion it was unnecessary for me to 
put up any argument for the nomi- 
nation of Governor Smith. The 
State leaders and rank and file of 
our party voluntarily told me that 
they were for Smith because of his 
splendid administration as Governor. 

“IT found pro-Smith sentiment a 
cially intense — progressive 
young Democrats. ey all know Al 
and are for him. Many Republicans 
voluntarily declared that they would 
work and vote for Governor Smith.”’ 


Volstead Law Change Is Urged. 


*‘What was the attitude of Demo- 
crats with whom you came in con- 
tact in those dry States toward the 
Governor’s stand on prohibition?’’ 
was asked. 

*“‘Everywhere I went there was’ a 
demand for modification of the Vol- 
stead law to permit the sale of light 
wines and beer,”’ was the reply. 

In reply to a question relating to 
the opposition raised to Governor 
Smith's nomination in some quar- 
ters on account of his being a 
Roman Catholic, Mr. Carew said: 

“Governor Smith’s answer to the 
Marshall letter has been accepted 
enerally as conclusive evidence that 

e is 100 per cent. American. Nobody 
I saw expressed any concern about 
his religion. They laughed and 
laughed when I mentioned opposition 
from the Ku Klux Klan.” 

Tammany Leader George W. 
Olvany, eommenting on the report 
received from Mr. Carew, said: 

‘I am very much impressed with 
Congressman Carew’s report. Of 
course, I have felt confident all 
along that Governor Smith would be 
nominated for President. But as 
our late lamented leader and good 
friend, Charles F. Murphy, was in 
the habit of saying: ‘The convention 
will decide.’ ”’ 

Governor Smith will return to Al- 
bany today.

saw his hopes fade before the re- 
lentless attack of the fighting 


Frenchman, who, by a superb rally, 
ran off the next three sets to win 
one of the most stirring and dra- 
matic struggles ever witnessed on 
any court.

Cochet’s re- 
covery against Hunter a few days 
ago after being two sets down, was 
due to his decision to let base-line 
play alone and storm the net. He 
didn’t win by such tactics today, 
however. From start to finish he 
played a safe, soft, base-line game 
more reminiscent of Lacoste. 

During the first two sets and the 
first six games of the third set he 
was simply overwhelmed by Tilden,

HAVERFORD, Pa., June 30,—The 
curtain fell upon the intercollegiate 
tennis career of.Cranston Holman of 
Stanford University today at. the 
Merion Cricket Club, a curtain that 
marked finis to three years of effort 
to gain the national intercollegiate 
championship. 

Twice runner-up to Edward Chand- 
ler of California, the stalwart, blond- 
haired youth, whose hopes were 
never so high as this year, with 
Chandler ineligible, failed even to 
reach the semi-finals, losing toda 
in the round before them to John 
W. Whitbeck of Bronxville, N. Y., 
the Harvard captain. 

It was a galling defeat the Stan- 
ford youth suffered, one of the most 


crushing he has experienced since he 
sprang into prominence two years 


&\ago and was named on the Davis 


Cup squad and given a ranking at 
No. 8 in the first ten. Four games 
were all he won in two sets, which 
went at 6—2, 6—2. 

Whitbeck, who had received little 
consideration as a serious contender 
and was seeded sixth, played infin- 
itely the better tennis of the two. 
His stroking was much the severer 
and cleaner, and his generalship of 
a higher order, and he forced the 
issue all the way. 


Holman Plays Poorly. 


While Holman was tentative in his 
hitting, wobbly overhead and grievi- 
ously at fault in overrushing and 
mistiming his shots, which were for- 
ever finding the net, Whitbeck 


pasted the ball to the corners on his 
forehand with the accuracy of a 
sharpshooter, sliced off the back- 
hand with infallible control and 
attacked to Holman’s backhand pre- 
paratory to going to the net for kills 
that found the Californian lost on 
the other side of the court. 

These backhand slices of the Har- 
vard captain were baited for errors, 
for they were sluggish in their re- 
bound and Holman likes a high ris- 
ing ball. It was impossible for him 
to make any headway at the net, for 
it he succeeded in getting there in 
the face of Whitbeck’s sharp shoot- 
ing, he was trapped by lobs, which 
are his weakness, or by cross-court 
slants that completely eluded his 
racquet or beguiled. him into volley 
errors. 

In every respect the Harvard cap- 
tain was the better and there was 
never a time, except when Holman 
led at 2—0 in the first set, when the 
play was taken away from him, so 
evenly did he sustain the high pitch 
of his game. From 0—2 he won nine 
games in a row. 

While Ho!man was losing to Whit- 
beck, Stanford’s two other survivors 
in the singles were being eliminated. 
and for the first time in three years 
neither that university nor Califor- 
nia has a representative left in the 
semi-final round of either the singles 
or the doubles. 

John Van Ryn of Princeton, a 
semi-finalist last year, put out Alan 
Herrington with a stirring rally, 
after losing the first set and trailing 
at 0—2 in the second, and Stanford’s 
third representative, Ralph McEl- 
venny, fell before Ben Gorchakoff of 
Occidental College, the only repre- 
sentative of the Pacific Coast left 
in the running, 6—3, 6—4. 


Allison Tames Partridge. 


The fourth semi-finalist is Wilmer 
Allison of the University of Texas, 
and tomorrow, starting at 2 o’clock, 
the order will be East against West, 


and East against Southwest. Alli- 
son, who won almost as: he pleased 
from Melvin Partridge of Dart- 
mouth, 6—2, 6—2, to the bewilder- 
ment of the gallery, will face Van 
th and Whitbeck will meet Gorch- 
axoitr. 

It is the opinion of many that the 
match between Van Ryn and Alli- 
son will decide the winner of the

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YOUTHFUL POLITICS. 

Send for that crabbed French 
philosopher who said, “ If youth but 
knew.” Read to him, or to his 
Elysian shade, the speech delivered 
last night by Representative Ham- 
ILTON FisH to the New York Young 
Republican Club. ‘The demonstra- 
tion would be complete that youth 
not only can do anything but knows 
everything. The orator of the ieve- 
ning, himself young in years but in 
sage counsels old, fairly flung him- 
self upon the spirit of young man- 
hood, seized hold of the “ youth 
and courage of LINDBERGH,” and 
in other ways cavorted about like a 
springald, all in order to prove that 
the hope of the Republican Party 
of this State, and so of the nation, 
lies in the resolves and activities of 
the Young Republican Club. Jt was 
a great occasion for the boys, in the 
literal, not the political, sense of 
that word. No one could read the 
address .of Representative FiIsH 
without feeling in it a touch of in- 
curable youth. . 

Nothing in what he said is more 
youthful, more reminiscent of the 
time of bourgeoning thoughts and 
salad days, than his advice about 
what to do with the prohibition 
issue. After gayly knocking together 
the heads of OGDEN MILLS, Senator 
WADSWORTH and President BUTLER;

He was too good for Con- 
gress, It must have been Chairman 
BUTLER, himself a sufficient defense 
of Congress, if Congress needed de- 
fense.

‘590| form of a testimonial to the Con- 


gress of which he was a glory 
before the Yankee ingrates walshed 
him out? 

He writes the “foreword” with 


“Pride in the past and confidence 
in the future.” He might have had 
confidence enough in the future to 
wait till the Fall of 1928 before in- 
viting the country to admire the 
record of the Sixty-ninth Congress. 
On this Julian day we decline to 
remember anything about that body, 
exeept that many Republicans got 
re-elected to it by evading their 
record in the Sixty-eighth Congress 
and throwing their arms about a 
President to whom they had shown 
the cold shoulder. The celebration 
of Congress, composed of Demo- 
crats, Republicans, Lafollettians, 
nondescripts and Mr. BORAH, is at 
least non-partisan. But why does 
Mr. BUTLER set up a straw man? 
It is the “charge that the United 
“States Congress is a body of in- 
“competents who do not perform 
“their tasks, who are unmindful of 
“the real welfare of the United 
“States, who are wasteful, garru- 
“lous and selfish, and the weak link 
“in our form of government.” 
Who denies that there are always 
competent and able men in Con- 
gress, experts in Government busi- 
ness, or their field of it, powerful 
in the great committees where the 
most effective work is done wun- 
noticed, acute in debate? Bores, 
windbags, eccentrics and a plethora 
of mediocrities are to be found in 
all legislative bodies. The unreal 
character of so many of the 
speeches, the dishonesty of the Con- 
gressional Record, the continual 
“playing of politics,” the occasion- 
al squabbles, “torrents of invec- 
tive,” and mostly phantom “ fist- 
fights,” may amuse or irritate; but 
these little diversions are inherent 
in all Parliaments. Congress is 
usually wasteful. For a time its 
nose can be held to the grindstone, 
as this Administration has more or 
less succeeded in holding it, but the 
process is one for which Congresses 
have no love. 

There are times—the passage of 
the Bonus bill was one—when Con- 
gress is almost unmindful of the 
real welfare of the Government. 
Garrulous it always is, though there 
are many sons of silence in it. 
Selfish and parochial almost every 
member must be. He has his dis- 
trict, his constituents, his State in- 
terests, and everlastingly the saving 
of his own bacon to look after. If 
there is criticism of Congress, it is 
popular self-criticism. Perhaps the 
philosopher would rather have it 
worse instead of better, for grum- 
bling is one of the most precious of 
democratic privileges.

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classes by means of fairly satisfac- 
tory wages and other creature com- 
forts. Deprive Western capitalism 
of its colonial-slave revenue and 
there will be no more bribes for the 
workers and the latter will flock to 
the Red standard. 

This is the doctrine which Mr. 
DURANTY now characterizes as one 
of the main features of current 
Leninism. The dead leader has 
been correctly enough described as 
a man who did not hesitate to sacri- 
fice formula under the compulsion 
of fact. Again and again as ruler 
of Russia he drove his followers to 
part with their most cherished doc- 
trines in the face of hard necessity. 
But LENIN was not above coining a 
new formula to sweeten the bitter 
dose of surrender or failure, and 
the “ colonial slave” is one of these. 
It is not a revelation to sweep a 
person off his feet. Great Britain 
derives considerable profit from her 
colonies. France may show a slight 
margin of colonial income over ex- 
penditure. But the colonial profits 
of American capitalists are too mi- 
croscopic in the national prosperity 
to explain the of American 
workers to go Communist. Ger- 
many and Austria have no colonies 
at all; yet the German and Austrian 
workers, without being bribed by 
their capitalists, have been among 
the most sturdy scoffers at the 
Communist panacea. 

Western capitalism does provide 
its workers with a standard of 
living that is luxury compared with 
the living standard in proletarian 
Russia; but the secret is not in the 
hich capitalism extracts from 
its colonial slaves. There are other 
reasons, but they are not of a na- 
ture adapted for general circulation 
in Soviet Russia. What is needed 
there for domestic consumption is a 
fine bit of metaphysics in the 
absolute Marxian style. The doc- 
trine of colonial slaves answers the 
purpose; at least, until it breaks 
down and some other eternal truth 
is invoked to explain its failure. 


A NEW INSURANCE PRESIDENT. 

It is an old question, “ What 
shall we do with our ex-Presi- 
dents?” No satisfactory answer has 
been given, except as it has been 
given by the ex-Presidents them- 
selves. Less interest has been taken 
in the subsequent career of former 
members of the Cabinet. In their 
case, too, if they are men of force 
and character, they find their place 
and make their way. Several men 
who have served in the Cabinet 
have afterward come to New York. 
It is doubtful if any of them ever 
displayed higher qualities of vigor 
and integrity than has ex-Secretary 
Davip F. Houston. After doing 
other financial work of great im- 
portance, he has just been elected 
President of the Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. It is a great 
position, which has steadily been 
heightened during recent years, 
when there has been full recovery 
from the insurance scandals of 
twenty years ago. In the discharge 
of his new executive duties, Mr. 
HOUSTON may be counted upon to 
exhibit not only grasp of detail and 
penetration of mind, but the sense 
of public obligation which ought to 
go with the important trust now 
confided to him. His election is a 
case not merely for personal con- 
gratulation but for general satis- 
faction in the knowledge that a 
large public interest is to be in 
capable hands. 


AN ABORIGINAL LEAGUE. 

The powwow of the chiefs and 
other representatives of the once 
fierce and famous Iroquois, now in 
Montreal, recalls the fact that there 
was in existence when the white 
men first came to America a League 
to Enforce Peace among the Five 
Nations (later Six Nations, for the 
Tuscaroras came in later). Its Con- 
stitution, which was transmitted 
from generation to generation with 
the mnemonic assistance of wam- 
pum belts and strings, and has re- 
cently been written out and pub- 
lished by the New York State Mu- 
seum, was called the Great Binding 
Law or the Great Immutable Law. 
The so-called “ nations” were orig- 
inally independent bodies, like other 
Savage tribes, and though they had 
Similar dialects and customs, there 
was no political adherence, But for 
their self-preservation they finally 
found it necessary “to bring about 
peace and unity ” among themselves. 

To that end they formed the 
League, or, as it was put in their 
figurative speech, they planted the 
Tree of the Great Peace. Under it 
they spread “the soft white, feath- 
ery down of the globe thistle ” where 
the representatives of these five na- 
tions might sit and watch the coun- 
cil fire, the smoke of which should 
“ever ascend and pierce the sky so 
“that all nations may discover the 
“central council fire of the Great 
“Peace.” For they were not inhos- 
pitable to others. If any man of any 
outside nation desired to obey the 
laws of Great Peace, he would 
be welcomed “to take shelter be- 
neath the Tree of the Long Leaves.” 
The ceremony of outlawing war 








regions we cast all weapons of 
strife. We bury. them from sight 
forever and plant again the tree. 
Thus shall all Great Peace be 
established and hostilities shall no 
longer be known between the Five 
Nations, but only peace to a united 
people. 

If a foreign nation is not “ per- 
suaded by reason” to come into the 
Great Peace, after a third council 
has been held and after three special 
requests have been made, war shall 
be declared. When peace shall have 
been established again, the foreign 
nation may continue its own system 
of internal government, but “ must 
cease all strife with other nations.” 
The organization of the League was 
effected with great difficulty, since 
the chief of the most powerful na- 
tion (the Nation of Many Hills) de- 
clined for a long time to come into 
it; but at last this obstacle was 
overcome, and to that particular 
chief was entrusted the caretaking 
of the council fire. The League was 
of narrow scope and of barbaric 
standards, but it had the vision of 
a tree whose “great white roots” 
spread throughout the earth and on 
whose top was placed an eagle to 
give warning of approaching evil. 

It is reported that the Iroquois 
leaders of today hope that the sun 
will rise again over an Indian people 
reconstituted as in the olden days. 
That will not be; but it is not be- 
yond hoping that the League which 
a white Dekanawideh proclaimed 
may yet realize for all nations the 
dream of this aboriginal author of a 
League of Five Nations. 


WESTCHESTER’S NEW PARK. 


The formal opening of Tibbetts 
Brook Park, just beyond Van Cort- 
landt Park, on Sunday was attended 
by many New Yorkers as well as by 
residents of Westchester County. 
This latest project of the Westches- 
ter County Park Commission is of 
particular interest not only because 
of the unusual attractions of the 
park site and the admirable treat- 
ment of the land, but also because 
it is a reminder that the citizens of 
New York are keenly interested in 
the development of par':s in adjoin- 
ing territory. Westchester is par- 
ticularly fortunate in possessing nat- 
ural beauty. The broken country, 
with numerous streams and with 
rocky forests, lends itself to land- 
scape treatment. Long Island, ex- 
cept for the region about Montauk 
and a few spots on the Nortn Shore, 
is mostly flat and sandy. 

Westchester is most fortunate of 
all in possessing a Park Commission 
which early saw the advantages of 
planning for the distant future, and 
which applied the principle that the 
preparation of the parks and park- 
ways should be well done at the out- 
set if the county were to avoid hav- 
ing to spend too much on improve- 
ments. Furthermore, the Park Com- 
mission understood that parks, to be 
most useful, must capitalize their 
beauty. Hence special attention was 
paid to small details. The planting 
was done under the supervision of 
highly trained landscape architects. 
All the buildings and even the 
bridges were designed in excellent 
taste. It was even decided to keep 
gasoline service stations and other 
similar ventures off the parkways. 

In another respect the Westchester 
County Park Commission also 
showed sound judgment. It realized 
that a good park system, carefully 
planned and thoroughly carried out, 
was an asset to the county despite 
the high cost of acquiring the land 
and getting it ready for public use. 
Happily, the County Board of Super- 
visors was quick to see this, and 
has given the Park Commission 
splendid support. As a result West- 
chester County already has the 
finest park system near New York 
City. When the various projects now 
in preparation or under construction 
are finished it will be a model for the 
entire State. 

Among the most attractive fea- 
tures of the new Tibbetts Brook Park 
are the artificial lakes. One is re- 
served specially for swimming and 
one for boating. A third in Winter 
is to be used for skating. The pool, 
which is near the site of one of the 
old swimming hoies, is reported to 
be able to accommodate 3,000 swim- 
mers a day. In view of the growing 
disrepute of the waters adjoining 
Manhattan, it is probable that the 
demand for swimming pools in parks 
will steadily increase. Westchester 
County, far-seeing and wise, ——* 
doubtless bear this in mind when 
drawing up the final plans of the 
other parks.

ZONING IN NEW JERSEY. 


Proposed Amendment to Constitu- 
tion Is Called Disingenuous, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tus Tres editorial of June 27 en- 
titled “‘Zoning in New Jersey” im- 
plies a criticism of our courts which 
is unjust and undeserved. 

Not one of the eight or ten statutes 
relating to zoning was ever ‘“‘thrown 
out”’ or declared unconstitutional by 
our courts. Not one zoning ordi- 
nance has ever been set aside or de- 
clared unconstitutional by our courts. 
And in not a single opinion will there 
be found any criticism of, or evidence 
of hostility toward, zoning within 
the legitimate bounds of the police 
power. 

What the courts have done, and all 
they have done, is to set aside pro- 
hibitions which were, in fact, unrea- 
sonable under the conditions existing 
in the particular case under consid- 
eration. Our courts, both upon origi- 
nal jurisdiction and upon appeal, 
have uniformly held that an ordi- 
nance or a statute containing, and 
providing for the enforcement of, 
regulations even tending ‘“‘to promote 
the public health, safety and general 
welfare’’ is ‘‘a legitimate exercise of 
the police power.’’ In the recent 
case of Oxford Construction Com- 
pany vs. Orange, the Court of Errors 
and Appeals specifically called at- 
tention to the fact that “both our 
Supreme Court and this court have 
consistently upheld the validity of 
such ordinances to that extent. The 
cases so holding have been so nu- 
merous during the past two years 
and the decisions are so universally 
known to our courts and our bar 
that a citation of them would be a 
work of supererogation.”’ 

The courts have also held that a 
statute or an ordinance relating to 
‘zoning regulations will, prima facie, 
be presumed to be reasonable, and, 
therefore, valid. 

The proposed amendment of. the 
Constitution will add precisely noth- 


. ing to the present legislative author- 


ity to enact zoning legislation under 
the police power. The undisguised 
and disingenuous purpose of the 
amendment is to vest in the Legisla- 
ture an apparent authority to con- 
fiscate interests in real property, and 
to deprive owners of real estate of 


their present constitutional protec- 
tion against confiscation, notwith- 
standing the declarations of the Su- 
reme Court of the United States 
t ‘‘neither a State Legislature nor 

a State Constitution can interfere 
arbitrarily with private business or 
transactions,’’ and that a legislative 
‘determination as to what a 
proper exercise of its police power is 
not final or conclusive, but is sub- 
ject to the supervision of the courts.”’ 
As conditions in New Jersey change 
with increasing population, industry 
and traffic, our courts may safely be 
relied upon, quoting again from your 
editorial, to take ‘‘a forward-looking 
view of the extension of the police 
power to meet modern municipal 
conditions’’ without the coercion of 
an unnecessary and undesirable con- 


stitutional goad.

all bottom land was covered with 
water from two to twelve feet deep 
and much of the land is absolute- 
ly torn out. Chickens, cows and 
stock have been drowned. The food 
supply of the mountains for the next 
year, therefore, must come from out- 
side. 

‘Mountain people will be less able 
to care for their children in their 
homes. There will be but little to 
eat and they will not be able to send 
the children to school because of 
their inability to defray their school 
expenses. Stuart Robinson School 
wishes to meet the tragic situation 
resulting from the flood, but we can- 
not do this unless outside friends 
come to the rescue of the mountain 
children. To meet their educational 
needs it will be necessary to have one 
hundred scholarships at $100 each. 
With these we can take the maximum 
number of students which our school 
can accommodate, and thus we can 
relieve distressing conditions in 
many of the homes of the community 
and at the same time look after the 
educational and home training of the 
young people.

Traces of Gasoline Found on 
Clothing—Evidence That Fire 
Started in Four Places.

DENIES CROKER AIMED 
TO STAY IN IRELAND 


Morgan J. O’Brien Testifies in 
Sait by Children to Get 
Florida Estate. 








Former Supreme Court Justice 
Morgan J. O’Brien, as a witness for 
the four children of the Jate Richard 
Croker, Tammany Hall chieftain, in 
their suit against their stepmother, 
Mrs. Bula E. Croker, testified yester- 
day before Special Examiner Raleigh 
C. Dowling that Croker had not in- 
tended to make his home perma- 
nently in Ireland after his retire- 
ment. 

In 1921, shortly before his death, 
when the Tammany boss was about 
to sail for his Glencairn castle, near 
Dublin; he told his friends that he 
was going to live in Ireland during 
the Summers and in Florida during 
the Winters, the Judge said. The trip 
to Ireland was simply a visit, the 
witness added. He. could not re 
member ever -seeing . engraved. in 
stone over the gateway to the Irish 
estate the legend, ‘‘East or West, 
home is best.’’ | 

The testimony of Justice O’Brien. 
with that of several other witnesses, 
tended to bear out the contention of 
the Croker children that their 
father’s real home was at his ‘‘Wig- 
wam’’ estate at Palm Beach. This 
$3,000,000 property, claimed by. the 
children in their suit which they have 


instituted in the Federal! court in 
Jacksonville, Fla., will be divided 
principally among them instead of 
remaining with their stepmother 
under the Florida homestead law if 
they prove that Palm Beach was 
their father’s home. Hearings are 
being held at the Murray Hill Hotel 
for the information of the Jackson- 
ville court. 

A bit of old-time Tammany doings 
was related by Colonel Fred Feigl, 
twenty-five years the editor of Tam- 
many Times, another witness -for 
the children. He told how Mr. Croker 
came from retirement to assume con- 
tro] of Tammany for the second time 
in 1897 after he had taken charge 
of the Van Wyck Mayorality cam- 
paign, wrestling the leadership from 
Tohn C. Sheehan. Under cross-exam- 
ination he objected to having Mr. 
Croker called “‘English Dick.”’ 

‘No one ever called him that. 1 
was his friend, and that doesn’t go,”’ 
the witness declared. He said that it 
was incredible that Croker could 
have written the letter, often called 
a forgery, in which the writer asked 
for citizenshin in the Irish Free 
State. ‘‘Dick Croker told me that he 
loved America and would remain a 
citizen of it until he died,’’ Colonel 
Feigl said. 

John F. O’Brien, a real estate 
ogent and friend of Croker, and Paul 

Horn, teller in the Equitable 
Trust Company, gave additional evi- 
dence to the effect that the signa- 
ture on the citizenship application 
was not genuine.

STATEPAYS COUNTIES 
- $26,000,000 TAXES 


Commission Mails Checks for 
| Allotments: of the Income 
Levies This Year. 


CITY GETS $145,774 MORE 


Increase Here Over Last Year Is 
Due to $1,563,067,583 Rise 
in Realty Assessments. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 30.—Checks aggre- 
gating $26,000,000 were sent out to- 
day by the State Tax Commission to 
treasurers of counties in payment of 
the sums to which the cities, towns 
and villages are entitled as their 
share of the 1927 income tax. The 
total amount distributed is $52,000,- 
000, the State taking half and the 
other half going to the various tax 
districts. 

The amount of income tax moneys 


distributed to the various localities 


is exactly the same as that given out 
on June 30, 1926. At that time the 
total distribution for the State and 
its municipalities was $39,000,000, the 
cities, towns and villages receiving 
$26,000,000, or two thirds, and the 
State one-third, this distribution hav- 
ing been arranged when the Legis- 
lature granted a 25 per cent. reduc- 
tion for taxpayers in 1926. 

New York City, which includes five 
counties, and municipalities of four- 
teen other counties of the State re- 
ceive large amounts than last year. 
Municipalities in forty-three counties 
receive amounts less than last year. 

The counties that gained an in- 
creased income-tax revenue are those 
that showed increased assessments 
on realty for 1926 over 1925 above the 
general average for the State, the 
distribution being based on the total 
assessed valuation of real property 
in counties. In 1926 the total real 
estate for the whole State, which is 
the basis for the 1927 distribution of 
income taxes for counties, was $22,- 
652,165,048, this being a gain of 
$2,122,066,468, or about 10% per cent. 
over 1925. 

The assessed value of real property 
in New York City now is greater 
than the total assessed value of real 
property for the whole State in 1920, 
when the State total amounted to 
$14,595,726,491. The total assessed 
valuation of real property in New 
York City for 1926 was $15,456,351,- 
118. 

The increase in income tax allot- 
ment this year in the five counties 
of New York City is $145,774. All 
the counties in the greater city re- 
ceived an increase except New York 
County, which showed a decrease of 
$130, from 1926. The Bronx showed 
an increase of $92,950, Kings $7,883, 
Queens $128,679 and Richmond a gain 
of $46,795. 

The increase for the city as a whole 
was occasioned by an increase in the 
total assessed value of real property 
in the counties of New York City 
of $1,563,067,583 for 1926 c--r 1925. 

Other counties tk-t receive an in- 
creased amount in their income tax 
allotments include: Nassau, $22,718; 
Suffolk, $22,505, and Westchester,

CONSTRUCTION IS ACTIVE. 


Week’s Engineering Awards Almost 
Double Contracts a Year Ago. 


Activity in heavy construction op- 
erations continues ahead of last 
year.

Minimum costs observed in arriving 
at these totals are $150,000 for com- 
mercial, residential, educational and 
other buildings, $40,000 for industrial 
rojects, and $15,000 for public work. 
ncluding irrigation, levee, river and 
harbor projects.
